3. Claims 1-17, 23, 26-28 and 30-33 are allowed.

2001/0026355], Nakano [US 2002/0057425] and Kamono [US 2003/0150329] all teach 
pellicle purging devices, but fail to explicitly disclose the particulars of: 

For claims 1 and 30, at least one plate within the cavity of said base and 
extending parallel with the pellicle such that said gap region is formed between a

surface of said at least one plate and said pellicle; said at least one plate including a 
pressure balancing plate having a set of holes; wherein said base includes one or more 
support members having an adjustable height that extend within said cavity to form a 
first plenum below said set of holes in said pressure balancing plate. 

For claims 14 and 31, a purge device for actively purging a pellicle volume 
comprising; a flow barrier that keeps the flow of the purging gas within the first region 
before entering the pellicle volume, wherein said flow barrier comprises a non- 
contacting gas barrier. 

For claim 26, at least one plate within the cavity of said base and extending 
parallel with the pellicle such that said gap region is formed between a surface of said at 
least one plate and said pellicle, wherein said at least one plate includes a pressure 
balancing plate having a set of holes, wherein said base includes one or more dividing 
walls that extend within said cavity.
